Gen. Marshall to Take 
Post Soon—Diplomats 
Retiring Envoy Com- 
plained of Now Ad- 
visers to MacArthur, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28 (AP)— 
Maj. Gen. Patrick J. Hurley, who 
resigned as Ambassador to China, 
welcomed today President Tru- 
man’s selection of Gen. George C. 
Marshall as his temporary suc- 


cessor. 

Hurley said he thought Mar- 
shall’s appointment would be 
“helpful to the situation in China.” 

In announcing his resignation 
yesterday, Gen. Hurley charged 
that United States policy in China 
was being rendered ineffective by 
some career diplomats who, he 
said, “sided with the Chinese Com- 
munist armed party and the impe- 
rialistic bloc of nations whose pol- 
icy it is to keep China divided 
against itself.” 

Hurley's charges brought forth 
demands in the House of Repre- 
gentatives for an investigation of 

rica’s foreign policy and its 
oreign service personnel. 

Two Republican members of the 
Bouse Foreign Affairs Committee 
—Edith Nourse Rogers of Massa- 
ghusetts and Vorys of Ohio—sug- 
gested Hurley be called by the 
committee “to give the facts.” 

Calls for Policy Statement. 


In a telephone interview, Hur- 
ley followed up his earlier state- 
ment with two proposals: 

1. That the State Department 
issue a public statement of poli- 

cy toward China. 

2. That the United States also 
issue a “positive statement” 
that it intends to “stabilize Chi- 
na untd] the United Nations Or- 
ganization can take over that 
responsibility.” 

He declined to discuss the point 
in detail but said he thought a 
positive statement would “do a 
lot to clear up the situation.” 

“It might be worth several di- 
visions,” he said. 

Hurley sent a telegram to Gen. 
Marshall offering “hearty  con- 
gratulations.” 

Marshall Sees Truman. 

Marshall spent an hour in Presi- 
dent Truman’s study at the White 
House today and Press Secretary 
Charles G. Ross said the General 
would leave for China “as soon as 
possible.” : 

Secretary of State Byrnes dis- 
cussed Hurley’s resignation at a 
press conference. He said George 
Atcheson Jr. and John 8S. Service 
were the only two American diplo- 
mats in Chungking about whom 
Hurley had complained to him. 
Atcheson is now adviser to Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur in Tokyo, and 
Service is Atcheson’s assistant. 
(George Atches6n Jr, should not 
be confused with Dean G. Ache- 
gon, Under Secretary of State.) 

In Byrnes’s expressed view the 
only specific complaints brought 
to his attention by Hurley actually 
concern differences of opinion and

Speech by Hurley. 

Meanwhile, Hurley spoke before 
the National Press Club, defend- 
ing the presence of American 
troops in China. 

“What Gen. Wedemeyer is doing 
in China now is distinctly a clos- 
ing phase of our war against 
Japan,” Hurley said, referring to 
Lt. Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer, 
United States commander in 
China.

CLARK TELLS STATE LAWYERS 
OIL SUIT WILL BE PUSHED 
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GREW TESTIFIES 


U. S. Attorney General Invades ‘‘Lions’ Den”’ 
of Quitclaim Bill Backers as Dinner Speaker 
of State Attorneys General. 


HE DESTROYED 
SOME U.S. CODES

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Nov. 28 
—The smooth-running conference 
of the state attorneys general 
struck a live mine last night at 
its annual dinner when United 
States Attorney General Tom C., 
Clark, guest of honor, made an 
unexpected and militant defense 
of the Government’s test suit on 
the tidelands oil issue. 

The National Association of At- 
torneys General has been waging 
a relentless fight for passage of 
quitclaim legislation that would 
kill the test suit. A few hours 
before Clark spoke association 
leaders had denounced the litiga- 
tion as raising a “false issue” and 
constituting harassment of the 
states. 

Clark’s speech had the effect of 
nitroglycerin. Many of the attor- 
neys general grew hostile and rest- 
less as they became aware of the 
purpose of Clark’s inferential at-

POLICE UNION LISI 
OF MEMBERS SENT 
QUT OF ThE STATE 


Local Mails Roster to 
Wisconsin Office to 
Forestall Any Effort to 


Subpena It. 


Membership records of the new- 
ly organized St. Louis police union 
have been hurriedly sent out of 


the state to forestall any effort 
by the Board o’ Police Commis- 
sioners to subpena them, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 

The records were sent by regis- 
tered mail to the Madison ( Wis.) 
national headquarters of the AFL 
American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employes. 
This action was taken immediate- 
ly after the Police Board last Fri- 
day hela, by a vote of 3 to 1, that 
a police union is illegal and an- 
nounced that immediate steps 
would be taken to enforce rules 
which forbid. unionization under 
penalty of dismissal. 

“If anyone swoops down on the 
office of the St. Louis District 
Council at 3610 Cozens avenue 
with a subpena, all he'll find re- 
lating to the police local will be 
some blank application cards,” a 
member of the union stated. “Mem- 
bers have been assured the rec- 
ords won't be brought back into 
St. Louis until this question of 
the union’s legality is cleared up.” 

The police commissioners will 
meet tomorrow to receive a report 
on Police Inspector Maurice Mul- 
cahy’s investigation of the union 
and to decide on disciplinary ac- 
tion to enforce the rules against 
organizing. Members of the police 
force have been directed to an- 
swer, in writing, questions about 
uion membership and participa- 
tion in the organization work, and 
their statements were being as- 
sembled today. 

Union enrollment was particu- 
larly heavy among commissioned 
officers and employes attached to 
the Newstead avenue station, 79 
reporting they belonged and only 
eight disclaiming membership. At 
the Deer street station, 54 an- 
swered yes and 58 no to the ques- 
tion of affiliation; Penrose street 
station, 25 yes and 125 no; Mag- 
nolia avenue, 38 yes and 67 no; 
Lynch street, 62 yes and 86 no; 
Page boulevard, 13 yes and 99 no; 
Central district, 23 yes and 152 
no; traffic bureau, 61 yes and 102 
no; detective bureau, 38 yes and 
67 no. 

It appeared, however, that the

Grew said that in the autumn 
of 1941 “we in Tokyo felt that if 
Price Minister Konoye and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt could meet face to 
face” this might halt Japanese ag- 
gression. The witness previously 
had told of secret efforts by 
Prince Konoye in September, 1941, 
to arrange a “peace” meeting with 
the President. 

Proposal Rejected. 

Evidence has shown that Roose- 
velt and Cordell Hull, then secre- 
tary of state, turned down the 
idea because they felt such a 
meeting might do more harm than 
good. 

Later in his testimony, Grew 
said that no one could say now 
whether Konoye could have car- 
ried out, over the opposition of 
Japanese warlords, any commit- 
ments he might have made to 
Roosevelt. Furthermore, Grew 
said there was the possibility that 
Prince Konoye might have been 
“trying to pull the wool over our 
eyes” and give the military more 
time to prepare. He said he 
doubted this, however, because the 
military leaders felt they were 
ready. 

Konoye’s cabinet fell in October, 
1941, and was succeeded by the 
military administration of Pre- 
mier Tojo. 

The inquiry also brought these 
developments today:

Destruction of Codes. 

Grew told of the destruction of 
the codes after Senator Ferguson 
(Rep.), Michigan, asked him: 

“Do you remember when you got 
word to destroy codes in the em- 
bassy at Tokyo?” 

“We destroyed some of our codes 
a few days before Pearl Harbor,”

Sellers of Texas Assails 
‘Too Fast Precedent-

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Nov. 28 
—The tidelands oil controversy 
emerged as the biggest issue at 
the annual conference of the Na- 
tional Association of Attorneys 
General today. Developments yes- 
terday included: 

A surprise attack on the 


United States Supreme Court by 
Attorney General Grover Sellers 
of Texas, sponsor of a resolution 
urging Congress to take imme- 
diate action on the tidelands 
quitclaim bill. The bill would 
kill the Government’s test suit . 
pending in the Supreme Court. 

The hope expressed by the as- 
sociation president, John M. 
Rankin of Iowa, in his opening 
address, that the Supreme Court 
will speedily determine the tide- 
lands case. 

A direct rebuke to the Truman 
administration by Attorney Gen- 
eral Robert W. Kenny of Cali- 
fornia for proceeding with the 
test suit after Tom C, Clark suc- 
ceeded Francis B. Biddle as At- 
torney General. 

Proponents of the quitclaim leg- 
islation never before had openly 
criticized the Supreme Court in 
the mounting storm over the tide-

Report to Truman As- 
serts We ‘Must Decide 
Whether We Mean to 
Finish the Job Com- 
pletely or Withdraw.’ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28 (AP)— 
Byron Price bluntly warned today 
that the situation in occupied Ger- 
many is growing worse hourly and 
the United States Government 
must soon decide whether it will 
abandon its first major attempt to 
rule a conquered people. 

The former censorship director 
made the assertions in a report on 
a survey of conditions in the 
Reich for President Truman, The 
report was made public by the 
White House and the President 
sent it to State, War and Navy 
Departments with a request for 


careful study. 
Price called for a re-examination 


of the entire structure of military 
government in Germany, including 
the Potsdam Declaration; blamed 


France for most of the current oc- 
cupation difficulties, and declared 
that France should tell the world 
whether it is bent on dismember- 
ment of Germany. 

“Old and New Hatreds.” 

The German people “nursing old 
and new hatreds with mounting 
bitterness,” he said, are “listening 
hourly” for the voice of a new 
leader that “desperation may pro- 
duce.” 

Among the 
Price: 

“The United States must de- 
cide whether we mean to finish 
the job competently ... or with- 
draw. 

“We must decide whether we 
are going to permit starvation, 
with attendant epidemics and dis- 
orders, in the American zone, or 
ship food to prevent it. 

“We must decide whether ob- 
structions raised by the French 
government ... are to be permit- 
ted to defeat the undenxjying pur- 
poses of Allied policy. 

“The next few months... will 
determine whether the American 
Government, in its first large-scale 
attempt at governing a conquered 
people, is to succeed, or fail, or 
abandon the effort. 

“All of our propaganda efforts 
to instill a sense of collective Ger- 
man guilt have fallen falt.” 

Truman, in a brief statement 
accompanying Price’s report, said 
it “is worthy of the most careful 
consideration.” 

“Economic Dismemberment.” 

The report amplifies Price’s as- 
sertion that as a result of the 
French attitude, “Germany is not 
being treated as an economic 
unit,” but is being handled in a 
way that virtually amounts to “its 
economic dismemberment.”

Gen, William Donovan, former 
chief of the Office of Strategic 
Services, has withdrawn from the 
staff of the American prosecution 
at the war crimes trial here and 
will return to private law practice 
in New York. 

Donovan, who will go home 
after a short tour of western 
Europe, said that he had told 
Justice Robert H. Jackson some 
time ago that he could not stay 
with the case beyond Dec. 1. 

There have been persistent 
rumors of differences of opinion 
between Jackson and Donovan 
over the presentation of the prose- 
cution, but these are officially 
denied. Many parts of the case 
against the Nazi leaders are based 
on evidence gathered by Donovan's 
O.S.S. agents duping the war.

Attack by Wheeler. 

Connally successfully fought off 
attempts yesterday to have the 
measure laid aside in favor of oth- 
er bills. Senator Wheeler (Dem.), 
Montana, delivered a four-hour 
criticism of the United Nations 
and current foreign policy. 

Wheeler said that if the United 
Nations Organization already were 
functioning to stop aggression, 
“You would be compelled to go to 
war with Russia.” 

When he concluded, Senator 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio, proposed three 
amendments, Senator Donnell 
(Rep.), Missouri, offered another, 
and Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
gaid he would have one later. 

Taft proposed that this coun- 
try’s representative on the secur- 
ity council seek immediate action 
to limit armaments and the use 
of such weapons as the atoniic 
bomb, rockets and poison gas. 

His second amendment calls for 
various restrictions on the United 
States representative and provides 
that the President submit to the 
international Court of Justice any 
dispute involving the United 
States. 

A third would limit presidential 
power to use troops for United Na- 
tions purposes to a three-month 
period and require congressional 
approval of later mover. 

Donnell’s Proposal. 

Donnell went a step beyond this 
by proposing that the President 
obtain the “advice and consent 
of two thirds of the Senate on 
agreements with the Security 
Council. This is the approval re- 

vired for ratification of a treaty. 

The bill as it now stands author- 
izes the President to make a mili- 
tary agreement with the Security 
Council setting the number of 
United States troops to be avail- 
able. It specifies that this agree- 
ment shall be subject to approval 
by majority vote of the Senate 
and House—instead of two thirds 
of the Senate as Donnell proposed. 

During Wheeler’s address, Sena- 
tor Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, 
grose to say he agreed with 
Wheeler about wrongs Wheeler 
gaid had been done some small 
nations by Russia.

During Messersmith’s detailed 
account of Von Papen’s cynical 
confidences, the accused was ex- 
tremely nervous, moving restlessly 
on his bench and_ constantly 
snatching off and replacing his 
glasses. During the recital of his 
role as a Catholic intriguer, his 
sheep-like face with its narrow 
brow and long chin grew apo- 
plectic with excitement and rage.

Counsel Storms. 

Translations of the affidavit in 
German had been supplied to de- 
fense counsel in advance, and Von 
Papen’s lawyer, Dr. Egon Kubus- 
chok, made frantic efforts to pre- 
vent its being introduced in evi- 
dence.

Recommends Basin-Wide 
Control of Water Re- 
sources, Does Not Ap- 
prove Either Murray or 


Pick-Sloan Plans.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 28— 
The Missouri Valley Commission 
made its report to Gov. Phil M. 
Donnelly today. The commission 
was appointed under legislative 
act to study the Tennessee Valley 
Authority and the Missouri valley 
with a view to recommendations 
as to the advisability of an author- 
ity similar to TVA for the Mis- 
souri basin. 

It reported that it had found a 
necessity for basin-wide control, 
development and utilization of the 
Missouri valley water resources. 
It said also creation of a regional 
authority to execute the plan was 
proper. 

The report combined the widely 
divergent views of members of the 
commission. It is the result of 
many compromises and in rather 
cautious language it contains only 
those recommendations on which 
all the members could agree. 

Although finding that the TVA 
is of “vast benefit” to the area 
it serves, the commission did not 
recommend the creation of a Mis- 
souri Valley Authority. It held 
that there were objectionable fea- 
tures in the bills pending in Con- 
gress for the creation of an MVA. 
It also recommended that devel- 
opment of the Pick-Sloan plan in 
Missouri be deferred pending fur- 
ther study. 

The recommendations set out in 
the report were: 

“We agree that the Tennessee 
Valley Authority is of vast ben- 
efit to the people and the area 
served by it, and enjoys high 
atanding among the people of 
the Tennessee Valley. 

“We agree that the bills pend- 
ing in the Congress of the 
United States for the creation of 
a Missouri Valley Authority are 
objectionable. 

“We recommend that con- 
struction of reservoir projects in 
Missouri proposed and included 
in the authorized Pick-Sloan 
plan be deferred until those fea- 
tures of the plan have been 
again reviewed. 

“We agree that there is a 
necessity for a basin-wide con- 
trol, development and _  utiliza- 

, tion of the water resources of 
- the Missouri Valley. 

“We agree that national ac- 
tion in development of water 
resources is justified only when 
there are interstate characteris- 
tics operating to prevent suc- 
cessful development by private 

. industry under state laws or by 
the states or subdivisions there- 
of. 


“We recognize that basin-wide 
co-ordinated control and maxi- 
mum practicable utilization of 
water resources, including con- 
version of potential water power 
into pooled electric energy avail- 
able for public use at the cost 
of production, is sound public 
policy. We recognize that this 
cannot be successfully under- 
taken by individuals, local or 
state government, or by private 
industry. We believe that this 
utilization of any river basin is 
regional and not national in 
scope. However, we do believe 
that it could be properly as- 
signed to be executed by a 
regional authority created for 
and restricted to the accomplish- 

- ynent of that specific purpose. 
| “Thus restricted, we agree 
that it would not constitute an 
invasion into the fields of en- 
deavor heretofore reserved under 
our form of government for de- 
velopment of resources by indi- 
vidual private industry or by 
state or local government.” 
Unanimous Report. 

The report, announced to be the 
unanimous decision of the com- 
mission, was submitted to the Gov- 
ernor by its chairman, Senator 
Claude B. Ricketts of St. Louis. It 
was specifically approved by all ex- 
cept one member, Frank G. Jonah 
of St. Louis, chief engineer of the 
Frisco Railroad, who was said to 
be too sick for it to be presented 
to him. 

The other members of the com- 
mission are L. T. Berthe, a civil 
‘engineer of Charleston; Ear! S. 
Cook of Trenton, State Represent- 
ative from Grundy county; Fred 
V. Heinkel of Columbia, president 
of the Missouri Farmers Associa- 
tion; Senator Edward V. Long of 
Bowling Green, and Marvin M. 
Wright of Salisbury, State Repre- 
sentative from Chariton county. 

Created by a law sponsored by 
Ricketts, the commission made a 
two-week tour of the Tennessee 
valley area in June and a two- 
week tour of the Missouri valley 
in October. Its report definitely 
falls short of the purpose for 
which it was created. The legis- 
lative act specified the purpose 
was to be to make a recommenda- 
tion “as to the desirability of the 
establishment, by congressional 
action, of a Missouri Valley Au- 
thority similar in scope and pur- 
pose to the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority.” 

It became known early in the 
proceedings of the commission 
that there was no hope that an 
agreement could be reached either 
in favor of or against creation of 
an MVA. If an attempt had been 
made to make a specific recom- 
mendation on that, the commission 
probably would have been five to 
two against an MVA. 

By side-stepping that issue, how- 
ever, the commission was able to 
agree on a unanimous statement 
asserting broad principles rather 
than specific recommendations,

EARLY COUNT IN STEEL 
POLL FAVORS STRIKE 


Balloting in 766 Plants in 27 
States on Walkout in De- 
mand for $2 Daily Rise. 


PITTSBURGH, Nov. 28 (AP)— 
Early scattered returns from a na- 
tion-wide poll of steel workers to- 
day. showed a trend in favor of a 
strike to obtain a $2-a-day in- 
crease in wages. 

Returns were few, but the mar- 


gin heavily in favor of a walkout. 
In Ohio, workers at five small 
plants voted approximately 3 to 1 
for the strike. The ratio was even 
heavier in some other sections. 

The voting was done at. polling 
stations under National Labor Re- 
lations Board supervision in or 
near the steel plants. The largest 
strike poll ever undertaken in the 
United States, it was estimated by 
the CIO United Steel Workers to 
involve nearly 700,000 of its mem- 
bers at 766 steel, aluminum and 
iron ore plants in 27 states. 


4100 East Side Steel Workers Vote 
in Nation-Wide Strike Poll. 
About 4100 workers employed at 
three East Side steel plants are 
participating today in a nation- 
wide strike vote by members of 
the CIO United Steel Workers of 
America. 

Balloting, conducted by the St. 
Louis office of the National Labor 
Relations Board, was scheduled to 
take place between 2:30 and 5:30 
o'clock this afternoon and 10 p.m. 
to midnight. 

Plants concerned are the Gran- 
ite City Steel Co., where about 
1700 production workers are eligi- 
ble to vote, and the Granite City 
and East St. Louis plants of 
American Steel Foundries, em- 
ploying about 1700 steel workers 
each.

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Redevelopment Measure 
Affecting Private Proj- 
ects Would Replace

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 28 — 
A long step toward providing St. 
Louis and Kansas City with au- 
thority to provide for privately 
financed housing projects to re- 
deem blighted areas was taken 
today. when the Senate Municipal 
Corporations Committee made a 
favorable report on an urban re- 
development act to replace a law 
enacted in 1939 which had proved 
impracticable, 

The new act, which must be 
supplemented by additional legis- 
lation, ts a first move to make 


possible unlimited ownership of 
housing projects by insurance 
companies, and authorizes the 
Board of Aldermen to grant par- 
tial tax exemption to such projects 
for not to exceed 25 years. 

Senator William J. Studt of St. 
Louis, chairman of the committee, 
said that he would introduce three 
additional bills tomorrow to 
amend the insurance investment 
laws to permit insurance compa- 
nies to invest their funds in 
stocks and bonds of the housing 
corporations, which is not per- 
mitted under the present law. 

1939 Act Unworkable, 

Confronted with the urgent de- 
mand for low priced housing and 
with the dangerous growth of 
blighted areas in the city, the 
late Mayor William D. Becker, and 
his successor, Mayor Aloys F.

NAZIS PLANNED 
FROM THE FIRST 
TO SEIZE AUSTRIA 


Continued From Page One. 


have appeared in person to testify, 
rather than file a statement. Lord 
Justice Sir Geoffrey Lawrence, 
presiding, ruled that the affidavit 
would be accepted and that Mes- 
seramith could be called person- 
ally later if the court decided his 
presence was needed, 


Messersmith said in his affi- 
davit that Germany kept several 
thousand troops on the Austrian- 
German border as a_ constant 
threat and asserted that high 
Nazis had admitted that they in- 
stigated “waves of terroristic 
acts” in Austria in mid-1933 and 
early 1934. 


Says Nazis Planned Putsch. 

Telling of the abortive Nazi 
putsch in which Austrian Chan- 
cellor Englebert Dollfuss was as- 
sassinated July 25, 1934, Alderman 
said reports of British and Aus. 
trian secret service agents re- 
vealed that the Hitler government 
had engineered the putsch., 

Alderman described Arthur 
Seyss-Inquart, one of the defend- 
ants, as “the original quisling.” 
Seyss-Inquart was chancellor of 
Austria at the time of the an- 
schluss and later was made gau- 
leiter of The Netherlands, 


Franz von Papen, another of the 
defendants, was named by Hitler 
as minister to Austria on the day 
after the Dolifuss assassination 
and maintained contact with 
Seyss-Inquart, Alderman said. In 
his affidavit, Messersmith said the 
veteran German diplomat had ad- 
mitted to him that he took the 
Viennese post to undermine Aus- 
trian independence. 


At. Messersmith’s mention of 
Grand Adm. Karl Doenitz as one 
of the German leaders who had 
talked with him of Austrian an- 
schluss, the former German navy 
chief’s counsel rose and declared 
that Doenitz had not been ac- 
quainted with Messersmith. The 
counsel, Capt. Otto Kranzbuehler, 
was ordered by the court to mak 
his objection later. , 

Messersmith’s affidavit included 
a memorandum given him by the 
Austrian foreign minister in Octo- 
ber 1934, purporting to show that 
Austrian Nazis had decided to 
take “brutal” action against non- 
Nazis and to establish “two cen- 
ters of terror” along the German 
and Yugoslav borders. 

Hess’s Suicide Efforts. 


British psychiatrists reporting 
on Hess revealed that the No. 3 
Nazi had tried to commit suicide 
on several occasions since his 


mysterious flight to Scotland in 
May 1941. 
Declaring Hess was not insane, 


1} the psychiatrists conceded that his 


loss of memory would “interfere 
with his ability to make his de- 
fense.” Hess has paid scant at- 
tention to the trial proceedings, 
reading a novel much of the time 
and giggling occasionally. 


Hess, the medical board report- 
ed, is suffering from “hysteria” 
and “in addition, there is con- 
scious exaggeration of his loss of 
memory and a tendency to exploit 
it to protect himself against ex- 
amination.” 

Referring to Hess‘s flight to the 
British isles to offer peace pro- 
posals to Britain, the British re- 
port said: 

“Partly as a reaction to the fail- 
ure of his mission, these abnormal- 
ities (delusions he was being 
poisoned) got worse and led to 
suicidal attempts.” 

Hess’s first loss of memory 
lasted from November 1943 to June 
1944, and his second loss of mem- 
ory began in February 1945 and 
has lasted up to the present, the 
report said. It added: “This am- 
nesia symptom will eventually 
clear when circumstances change 
more.” 

The British report recommend- 
ed that “if the court decides to 
proceed with the trial, the ques- 
tion (of Hess’s sanity) should aft- 
erwards be reviewed on psychia- 
tric grounds.” The report added 
that Hess’s loss of memory would 
not entirely interfere with his 
comprehension of the proceed- 
ings. 

Russian’s Views. 

A Russian report flatly stated 
that Hess’s present behavior “does 
not exonerate him from his re- 
sponsibility under the indictment.” 

The report declared that Hess, 
“prior to his fiight to England, 
did not suffer from any kind of 
insanity nor is he now suffering 
from it.” 

The Russian report revealed 
that Hess tried to stab himself in 
the heart while under detention 
in England. 

The Russian report stated that 
Hess refused to undergo treatment 
for his amnesia and told a doctor 
on Nov, 15 that he would “take 
all measures to cure hig amnesia 
only on completion of the trial.” 

The American report, which was 


concurred in by French and Cana- |. 


dian doctors, said Hess’s hysteria 
would continue so long as he re- 
mained under the threat of pun- 
ishment “even though it may in- 
terfere with his undertaking a 
more normal form of defense.” 


Appalled by Movies. 

After seeing the motion pictures 
of Nazi atrocities, Dr. Alfred Seidl, 
counsel for Hans Frank, Nazi 
ruler of Poland, declared “no argu- 
ment can be made against these 
pictures. They are too terrible for 
words,” 

“We are human beings, please 
believe it, and we did not know 
such horrors existed,” commented 
Capt. Franz Von Papen Jr., who 
is acting as associate counsel for 
his father. 


Eureka Co. Founder Dies.

On the matter of suit linings, 
Royall said this situation had been 
called to the War Department's 
attention only yesterday, and that 
already it was under examination 
to determine what the Army could 
do to increase the civilian supply. 
When Royall mentioned that 
surplus disposal agencies had not 
yet sold all that the Army had de- 
clared surplus, he said $1,264,000,- 
000 (acquisition cost) of consumer 
goods had been declared surplus, 
but the disposal agencies, by Oct.

! Byrnes’ Comments. 

Secretary Byrnes at his press 
|conference said that he had 
|!thought, until Hurley issued his

| He said Hurley subsequently told 
him that he had decided not to 
go back after reading some 
speeches by Congressmen about 
his mission in China. 

The secretary said he could say 
only that the ambassador was one 
of his good friends and that he 
regretted that Hurley could not 
see his way clear to return to 
Chungking. He recalled that Hur- 
ley had served valuably on impor- 
tant missions during the war. 

Byrnes was asked about Hur- 
ley’s assertion that elements in 
the State Department were sup- 
porting imperialist blocs and also 
supporting Communists in China. 

He replied by saying that he 
had read in the newspapers state- 
ments that there is a _ definite 
anti-Russian bloc here in the State 
Department. 

Now, he added, Hurley says 
there are Communistic elements 
in the department and he _ also 
charges that there is pro-imperial- 
istic policy support. Byrnes said 
he supposed there were all shades 
of opinion in the department 
which he took over a few months 
ago and he said that he considered 
that’s a good thing if true.

present deadlock in the control 
counci] in ‘Berlin is so important 
that use of the full force and pres- 
tige of American diplomatic 
power to that end is fully war- 
ranted,” Price declared. 

“Repeatea attempts have been 
made to set up common policies 
so that the German railways, the 
German postal service and other 
essential facilities could be op- 
erated as integral national sys- 
tems. All of these attempts have 
failed, due almost entirely to the 
rigid opposition of the French.” 

If France is bent on dismem- 
berment of Germany, Price said, 
“she should be made to acknowl- 
edge that policy before the world 
and not permitted to hide behind 
the opposite pronouncements of 
the Potsdam Declaration.” He 
added that “our -own policies 
should then be re-examined ac- | 
cordingly.” 

Reasons for Urgency. 

Price said the urgency of im- 
mediate decisions “is deepened not 
only by the continuing four-power 
deadlock at Berlin, but by the ap- 
proach of winter.” He added that 
the next few months will deter- 
mine whether the American gov- 
ernment, fn its first large-scale 
attempt at governing a conquéred 
people, is to succeed, or fail, or 
abandon the effort.” 

In addition to breaking the 
four-power deadlock, Price also/| 
recommended: 
1. That the change-over of mili- 
tary government to civilian con- 
trol should be made with the very 
highest type of civilian administra- 
tors and that it should not take 
place at the top level earlier than 
June 1. This date originally was 
recommended by Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, 
2. Revision of top level instruc- 
tions issued from Washington to 
the military government in Ger- 
many. “The whole collection of 
orders and _ instructions could 
profitably be rewritten into a few 
hundred words of general princi- 
ples,” Price said.

3. Provision should be made for 
the shipment of additional food ex- 
ports from the United States, on

RANCE finally has accepted 
the establishment in Berlin of 
an inter-Allied organization 
for Germany’s exports. Thus 
France climbs down, for the first 
time, from its uncompromising at- 
titude which threatened Germany’s 
whole economic life. 

A deadlock on the central ad- 
ministration for Germany arose 
in September when France op- 
posed any common administration 
so long asthe Rhineland and Ruhr 
had not been given separate ad- 
ministration, 

This major decision, made known 
to this correspondent through pri- 
vate, but unimpeachable author- 
ity, was taken at yesterday’s meet- 
ing in Paris of the French com- 
mittee for German affairs, over 
which President Charles de Gaulle 
presided. The writer’s informant 
interprets the move as a good will 
measure, but points out that it 
does not infringe on France's in- 
tention to press the Rhineland 
issue to a prompt and favorable 
conclusion.

“Come and get it.” 

Beneath this mumbo-jumbo lies 
the fact that everyone concerned 
is more or less embarrassed that, 
after eight years of being walked 
on by Japan, the Chinese should 
have nothing better to do than to 
fight each other. The Chinese, 
themselves, are ashamed. This 
shame makes each side's eager- 
ness to place the blame on the 
other that much more acute, 


Absurd Formality. 

Legally, the situation of the ar- 
mies is preposterous. The main 
reason the Communists claim the 
right to take over Manchuria is 
that they are “members of the 
nationalists’ forces.” Communist 
propaganda almost never attacks 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek di- 
rectly. It still nominally acknowl- 
edges him as commander-in-chief. 

Conversely, even while blasting 
the perfidy of the Communist lead- 
ers, Kuomintang generals never 


‘quite reach the point of formally 


atripping them of their powers. 
Legally, the civil war is __ atill 
nothing more than one-quarter of 
China's national forces, fighting 
privately the other three quarters. 
There is a loophole here under 
which the Russians can justify 
handing over Manchuria to the 
Communists. With both sides pre- 
tending that the embattled armies 
are united, the Kremlin needs only 
to pretend, too. 
While the Communist press 
ounds Lt. Gen. Albert C. Wede- 
eyer, commander of American 
forces in China, the No. 2 Com- 
munist, Gen. Chou En-lai, sees him 
to the airfield and is his luncheon 
guest.

Quisling Turncoats. 


When China gets around to 
wourt-martialing its renegade gen- 


,erals and pro-Japanese army oOffi- 


cers, they will all be wearing Al- 
Ved campaign ribbons. 

These quislings—called, in the 
Far East, “puppets’—are mostly 
paying the price for having 
guessed the wrong victor by do- 
ing their first real fighting after 
the war. They are fighting the 
same armies they used to hunt 
on behalf of Japan, the Com- 
munist armies of northern China. 

Played down by the Kuomintang 
press and little noticed by foreign 
observers, a gigantic shift of pow- 
er has taken place in the design 
of China’s ever-changing military 
forces. About 600,000 quisling sol- 
diers—that is, 24 Chinese armies, 
or 72 divisions —have purchased 
their immunity from the normal 


penalties of treason by being ab-'| 


sorbed into the nationalist forces. 
A small percentage have entered 
the Communist forces. 


The change in China resembles. 


that effected in Greece by the 
British in taking the quisling se- 
curity battalions, who fought with 
German help against republican 
partisans, and incorporating them, 
after a brief period in a concen- 
tration camp, directly into the na- 
tional army. At bottom the prin- 
ciple is the same: Having fought 
the leftists during the war, the 
puppets can expect to fight them 
during the “peace.” 


Puppets in Manchuzia. 


Most quisling forces in China. 


about 200,000 are a factor of un- 
certainty. The Communists al- 
ready infiltrated in Manchuria are 
getting first chance at absorbing 
‘them. Amid the heterogenous 
patchwork of Japanese, Russian, 
nationalist, Communist and irreg- 
ular armies, which way the pup- 
pets turn is an important ele- 
ment in the uncertain Manchurian 
future. 

The Communists’ press and their 
radio transmitter at Yenan ham- 
mer continually at the govern- 
ment's policy of using puppets to 
fight the Communists. Long lists 
are read of puppet division com- 
manders, who served four years 
or more under the Japanese and 
now are leading the same division 
under Chiang Kai-shek. 

The governmental press, reply- 
ing, says that scores will be set- 
tled with collaborationists some 
day, after the civil war ends, A 
Chungking newspaper explains: 
“The present way of disposing of 
puppet troops is only a provision- 
al measure to protect the popu- 
lace under present circumstances. 
It is a most technical question 
and cannot be described as col- 
laboration.” 


Chungking’s Excuse. 


Asked why quislings Sg fought 
the Japs are now used to fight 
Communists, a governmental of- 
ficial told the writer: “What do 
you want us to do, punish them 
for collaborating with the Japs? 
For every division commander we 
punish, another division would go 
over to the Communists. We must 
choose between absorbing the 
puppets, or having the Commu- 
nists absorb them.” 

Whatever political ethics are in- 
volved, the transformation from 
enemies to allies is technically 
simplicity itself. In most cases, 


puppet armies change nothing but 
their headgear. The Chinese

ROOSEVELT’S SHIP 
ESCAPED HIT BY 
U.S. TORPEDO IN ’43 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28 (AP)— 
'The Navy acknowledged today 
‘that the battleship Iowa carrying 
President Roosevelt to the 1943 
Cairo conference escaped being 
hit by a torpedo fired accidentally 
from a United States destroyer. 

| Confirming reports of the occur- 


‘rence, a Navy spokesman told a 
reporter that the torpedo, from 
'the destroyer William D. Porter,

The bat- 
tleship was not damaged and there 
were no injuries to personnel.

Litvinov, who 
is one of the few surviving old Bol- 
sheviks, and Maisky, who isan old 
Menshevik, have no such exalted 
position in the party. And though 
they are also deputy commissars 
of Foreign Affairs, they don't 
have the same influence as their 
colleagues. They are regarded as 
technicians whose advice is sought 


on matters on which they are 
thought to be specialists. All af 
them are now sporting magnifi- 
cent diplomatic uniforms, which 
seems to be the standard practice 
in totalitarian countries. 


Criticism of Bevin. 

Russian diplomatic circles are 
unanimous in voicing their criti- 
cism of British Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin. They regard him 
as a reactionary and all seem to 
think they were better off in the 
days when Anthony Eden presided 
over the Foreign Office. This 
criticism is not entirely based on 
Bevin’s forthright attitude at the 
London conference of the five 
Foreign Ministers. Russian For- 
eign Office officials think that, as 
a trade union leader who has for 
years fought against infiltration 
of British Communists into the 
trade union movement, he has 
brought to the Foreign Office a 
general aversion to all Commu- 
nists, including those who inhabit 
the Kremlin, In support of this 
theory, they point to the fact that 
Bevin never accepted any invita- 
tion to the Soviet Embassy in 
London prior to 1941 and that to 
some Russian invitations he sent 
discourteous replies. They further 
allege that Bevin let it be known 
around London that it was “as a 
matter of principle” that he never 
went to Soviet receptions. 

The other main theme of Soviet 
dissatisfaction which I encounter- 
ed was on the topic of the atomic 
Russian officials with 
whom I talked affected to believe 
that tM declared American inten- 
tion to retain the manufacturing 
and engineering technique which 
has been perfected in the United 
States shows a desire to use the 
bomb for “imperialistic purposes.” 
They further added that such a 
policy was bound to cause sus- 
picion and hostility in the Soviet 
Union, 


About the Atomic Bomb. 

I naturally did not allow these 
criticisms of my western allies to 
pass without comment. I pointed 
out that, whatever social sole- 
cisms Bevin may have committed 
before the war, his firm attitude 
at the London Conference had re- 
ceived the warm approval of a 
large majority of British public 
opinion. In the matter of the 
atomic bomb, I tried to reassure 
my Russian friends by pointing 
out that, though the Americans 
alone possessed the bomb, they 
have not dropped it on the Rus- 
sians nor made the slightest use 
of any diplomatic pressure which 
might be thought to reside in the 
new weapon's” extraordinary 
power. 

The fact that the Americans 
possess such a weapon without us- 
ing it was the best possible guar- 
antee of the pacific intentions of 
the United States. I asked them 
chaffingly whether in fact anyone 
in the Kremlin had lost a single 
minute’s sleep worrying about 
whether the Americans were about 
to drop an atomic bomb on Red 
Square. They were all too henest 
to pretend they had. 

I next tried to point out that 
all this talk of “arousing sus- 
picions” was a little one-sided. We, 
too, in the western world, are 
sometimes perplexed and . be- 


wildered by the policy of the 


“What are the ultimate objec- 
tives of Russian expansionism?” 
I asked. “Do you really want 
Tripolitania and Eritrea? And 
don’t you think we are bound to 
be a bit concerned by the Com- 
munist Fifth Column which, de- 
spite the abolition of the Comin- 
tern, has grown up in every coun- 
try in the world and which still 
takes its line directly from the 
Kremlin?” 

I am bound to say they took all 
these questions in very good part, 
as I have found Communists al- 
ways do when they are put by 
supporters of the individualist and 
capitalist world who are known 
to be fundamentally friendly to 
the Soviet Union and who are not 


thought to be blinded by ideo- 


logical prejudices. Some of what 
I gathered was reassuring; some 
of it rather less so. 

Tomorrow I shall try to give a 
dispassionate appraisal of what I 
was told and what we may expect 
to be the main lines of develop- 
ment in the Soviet foreign policy 
of the immediate future.

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- Gen. Hurley’s Misleading Statement 


It is easy to be misled by the fiery statement 
of Gen. Hurley in announcing his resignation as 
Ambassador to China, for there are many points 
in it that are unexceptionable. 

When he says our foreign policy has dangerous 
weaknesses, he is only repeating what many 
other eminent students of it have said again 
and again. 

When he says that, in both world wars, we 
failed to establish the principles for which we 
fought, he is echoing an accusation that is be- 
ing increasingly made. 

When he warns the country that a third world 
war is in the making, he is expressing a fear that, 
tragically enough, is gripping the world, though 
World War II ended scant months ago. 

Gen. Hurley’s conclusion is eloquent and 
wholly admirable. He says America should sup- 
port the amendment or revision of the United 
Nations Charter to make it democratic, adding: 
“Our strength should be used to uphold the de- 
cisions of the United Nations rather than to sup- 
port conflicting ideologies or war-making power 
blocs.” 

* * % 

It happens, however, that the picture of the 
failure of our foreign policy in China is not as 
simple as Gen. Hurley makes it. It happens 
that, though he lays responsibility on underlings 
in the foreign service, the major blame has been 
placed by widely differing schools of thought on 
Gen. Hurley himself. 

He was sent to China by President Roosevelt 
to prevent collapse of the Chiang Kai-shek Gov- 
ernment and to keep the Chinese Army in the 
war. It was a mission of the utmost importance 
and gravity. If, while we were locked in the 
struggle with Japan, Chiang had collapsed, the 
results might have been calamitous. 

Gen. Hurley, however, became so enamored 
of his job and so blind to certain truths and 
realities concerning the Chinese situation as to 
aggravate the internal division within China 
that now has flared into civil war—a civil war 
in which our own American soldiers find them- 
selves increasingly embroiled. 

One shocking aspect of our policy in China 
has come to light in the belated disclosure that 
virtually every flyable American plane in India 
and Burma is being flown over the “hump” for 
delivery to Chiang’s Government. The mass 
flights are being rushed, despite vile weather, 
and there have been numerous crashes, with a 
still unstated cost in American casualties. 

+ ~ ” 


The division between the Chungking and Ye- 
nan governments existed long before: Gen. Hur- 
ley went to China. It was so serious a division 
as to be almost a war within a war, for Chiang 
Kai-shek, instead of sending all his best troops 
against the Japs, massed many of them against 
the Chinese Communists. ; 

Gen. Hurley threw all-his weight and all the 
prestige of the United States Government be- 
hind Chiang Kai-shek. This encouraged the Gen- 
eralissimo to intensify his opposition to the 
Yenan group and to grant few, if any, real con- 


cessions to it. A rift which our diplomacy might 
have narrowed was, instead, widened. 

With the complex issues behind the rift, it is 
impossible to deal in detail here. Suffice it to say 
that, whatever may have been the origin or the 
ideology or the affiliations of the Yenan group, 
known as Chinese Communists, they have a 
tremendous and fervent following. This is due 
largely to policies of granting agrarian reform 
and local autonomy to the people. 

The Chungking Government, on the other 
hand, is in the direct line of Dr. Sun Yat-sen, 
the great Chinese liberator. It is theoretically 
devoted to democratic principles and to eventual 
self-government in China. Actually, it is an 
iron-fisted one-party military dictatorship. 

* * * 

It is this theoretical democracy, but actual 
dictatorship, that Gen. Hurley tried unsuccess- 
fully to shore up against mounting popular dis- 
satisfaction, of which the Yenan group was the 
chief spokesman. 

Some of his predecessors, like ex-Ambassador 
Gauss and Gen. Stilwell, knew better. To quote, 
first, Maxwell S. Stewart in The Nation: 


Hurley has favored Chungking from the 
beginning. He abandoned the Stilwell policy 
of making military considerations the sole 
criterion in apportioning war supplies and 
has turned all lend-lease shipments over to 
Chiang Kai-shek. ...In making this danger- 
ous foray into power politics, Hurley has 
completely reversed the Gauss-Stilwell polj- 
cies which came so close to achieving unity 
in China last fall. 

In an editorial in the New York Herald Trib- 
une of Oct. 30, entitled “Catastrophe in China,” 
it was said: 

As a result of the policies which have been 
followed during the incumbency of Patrick 
J. Hurley as American Ambassador at 
Chungking, there is grave danger that 
American troops will become involved in the 
fighting. Ambassador Hurley’s all-out sup- 
port of the Kuomintang (Chungking) Gov- 
ernment has created a situation in which 
Americans are giving aid to one Chinese 
faction in its quarrel with another. 


Proceeding to describe these factions, the Her- 
ald Tribune says there is no question that the 
Chinese Communists have won the support of the 
Chinese people in many areas of North China by 
means of their agrarian reforms and their de- 
velopment of local democracy. Of the Chung- 
king regime, the Herald Tribune says it “is ex- 
tremely conservative, to say the least, and often 
is denounced as reactionary,” contains semi- 
Fascist elements and lacks strong popular sup- 


port,

It is in the light of such political realities as 
these that Gen. Hurley’s statement must be 


read and, when it is so read, its brave and ad- ° 


mirable generalities lose weight and substance. 
The witches’ broth in China, in which our 
soldiers are now involved, was stirred by Gen. 
Hurley himself. American foreign policy is as- 
suredly subject to criticism but it is strange 
indeed to find our chief policy-maker in China 
opening himself up to an exposure of his own 
failure. 


The Eternal Feminine 

The enchanting paradoxes of the feminine 
personality are nowhere illumined more reveal- 
ingly than in the big display ads of the depart- 
ment stores in every day’s newspaper. Here, in 
words written, presymably, by women and cer- 
tainly for women, are elues to the mystery that 
has mystified since Eve. 

Take a recent page, and consider the adjec- 
tives applied to items of apparel and the women 
it is hoped are going to buy them. On the one 
hand, are “pert,” “saucy,” “frivolous,” “young,” 
“naive” and “simple.” The composite is a woman 
winsomely impractical, adorably helpless, the 
sort of picture to fill the masculine breast with 
a swelling sense of proud indispensability. 

But consider the others of these adjectives for 
the very same set of women: “clean,” “neat,” 
“meticulous,” “thrifty,” “smart” (in the phrase 
“smart gal’). Here is a different character alto- 
gether, cool, careful, precise, capable and, per- 
haps, calculating. Right about here, it’s time to 
stop and look around. Your smart gal may look 
divinely naive in dimity, but under the frivolous 
hair-do there’s a mind meticulous as an adding 
machine, Men of America, a word to the wise.

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Speed on Temporary Housing 

The chairman of the Citizens’ Emergency Hous- 
ing Committee, J. Wesley McAfee, says he is 
“fast being persuaded that St. Louis is going 
to need to build temporary housing of some 
kind.” In that conclusion Mr. McAfee is emi- 
nently and irrefutably correct. 

Anyone who has done a day’s house-hunting 
will affirm it. The acquisition and construction 
of temporary housing is one of the first and 
most plainly necessary steps to be taken in deal- 
ing with the shortage. Will the committee now 
go about taking that step with the boldness and 
speed demanded in view of the fact that the 
ranks of the homeless in St. Louis are increas- 
ing at the rate of 300 to 400 a day?

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How Much Veteran Aid? 


Is it to be the official policy of St. Louis to 
do as little in the field of veteran service as it 
can get by with? There seems to be no other 
way of understanding Mayor Kaufmann’s in- 
dorsement of the present referral center at the 
Old Courthouse and his refusal to press for a 
mobilization of community facilities under a 
single roof. 

The referral system has been condemned as 
inadequate by Gen. Omar Bradley of the Vet- 
erans’ Administration. Gripe sessions of local 
ex-service men have denounced the runaround 
procedure that sends them on long, multiple 
trips to accomplish their necessary business of 
getting re-established in civilian life. The Mayor 
himself is on record as having suggested a one- 
stop veterans’ center. He has said that all city 
facilities, including finances, should be made 
available for the work. 

What has now caused Mayor Kaufmann to de- 
cide that a mere referral center is good enough? 
First, he seems to have accepted the elaborate 
explanations of the board of directors of the 
present center, who found cause to blame every- 
thing from Congress to a local scarcity of office 
space for shortcomings of veteran aid here. The

directors, after excusing shortcomings, concluded 
that on the whole they were doing fine. 

The matter is bigger that a simple question of 
criticism or justification of what has been done. 
The community may well be grateful for the 
efforts of the present directors of veterans’ aid 
and at the same time demand organizational im- 
provement, 

What St. Louis needs is a unification of vet- 
eran service that will get practical and prompt 
results for every man who comes home. It 
needs one center, staffed by experts and backed 
by the whole community, to begin to do this job. 
When are the leaders of the city going to begin 
it?

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The “States’ Rights” Oil Grab 


The attempt of Attorney General Kenny of 
California to make his tidelands-oil grab look 
like a states’ rights crusade is really such an en- 
ergetic job of deodorizing the stink-weed that 


it is unfortunate his labors are not exerted in 


a better cause. 

Mr. Kenny assures us that the State of Cali- 
fornia is not interested in continuing to raid the 
nation’s last large national-defense reserve of 
oil for the sake of the revenue it derives from 
granting leases on tidelands. The State of Cali- 
fornia is moved only by its concern for states’ 
rights. 

Edwin W. Pauley, millionaire California oil 
operator, is not exerting every ounce of his busi- 
ness and political influence for the grab because 
he is interested in continuing to make money 
out of the tidelands reserve. Mr. Pauley, Attor- 
ney General Kenny would have us believe, is 
actuated solely by an abstract, truly platonic love 
of states’ rights. 

The California oil-company lessees of tidelands 
who have agreed to pay part of the fee of Mr, 
Kenny’s special Assistant Attorney General Clary 
take only a side interest in the profits they are 
getting from tidelands oil exploitation—what got 
them roiled up is their sacred devotion to states’ 
rights. 

It is a strange spectacle: the predatory scram- 
ble for the United States’s reserve of fighting 
oil, and the laughable contention that all that 
is being scrambled for is states’ rights,

Progress of the Anti-Bribery Bill 

Some Missouri Senators have thought things 
over in the last two weeks, and have decided 
that bribe solicitation ought to be a felony, or at 
least that they couldn’t justify continued block- 
ing of a bill making it such. Whatever their 
thought processes, the Frisby bill ending the 
present slap-on-the-wrist treatment for bribe so- 
licitors has been reported out by Criminal Juris- 
prudence Committee members by unanimous 
vote, after approval had failed two weeks ago.

The same holds 
good for the House, where a bill of the same im- 
port fatled last May because so many members 
ducked a vote that a quorum could not be ob- 
tained. This time, after the Falzone expulsion 
trial, the public is alert to the need for repair- 
ing a glaring defect in Missouri law, and no ex- 
cuses for failure to pass the bill should be 
tolerated.

I was talking, the other day, to a young 
Sergeant just discharged after two years in 
the Pacific, 

“My wife and I want to buy a home,” he 
said, “We've been planning it ever since 
I went over, and we have some money 
saved. Is something going to be done to 
keep prices down, or will we have to figure 
on a lot more money than we've got—or 
can ever get?” 

That frank question deserves a frank 
answer. On the answer depends the whole 
future of home ownership—and whether 
millions of American families will be able 
to afford a home at all. 


I believe that on that answer depends, 
too, the whole future of the building indus- 
try—its long-term prosperity and its ability 
to provide full building employment, 


There is no doubt that the dangers of 
inflation, of rising prices, are very great 
now for nearly everything we buy, and will 
remain so for some time. But, in housing, 
we face the most dangerous and violent 
single inflationary threat yet to greet us in 
the whole war period. 


Facts of the Case 


Certainly no one in New York or any 
other city needs to be told that the hous- 
ing shortage is widespread, acute and rap- 
idly getting worse. Some surveys put the 
number of families who want to build or 
buy right away at nearly 4,000,000, 


It is estimated that by the end of next 
year nearly 2,000,000 service families will 
be homeless unless they can double up with 
relatives. This is in addition to 1,500,000 
families already living doubled up. Pitch- 
ing tents in Central Park will be more 
than a joke, 


The constantly increasing demand would 
be a terrible inflationary threat, even in 
normal times when there was no short- 
age of homes, materials or labor, and when 
building could go ahead at top speed. The 
fastest rate at which homes were built in 
the peak of the building boom (1925) was 
just under 1,000,000 a year, Yet we cannot 
start at a million-a-year rate. We face a 
critical shortage of many building mate- 
rials, especially of lumber. Under the most 
favorable conditions, it is unlikely that 
more than 475,000 homes can be completed 
within the next year. 


Explosive Price Situation 


It is a dangerous, explosive situation. It 
can, if uncontrolled, force prices of homes 
to fantastic levels. Prices are already soar- 
ing on the homes now built and for sale. 
Home prices show an average jump of 
about 50 per cent above pre-war levels; in 
areas where the shortage is especially acute, 
there are rises of 100 per cent or more. 


Reinforcing our alarm is the grim sim- 
ilarity ®f today’s situation with that fol- 
lowing the First World War. Many of you 
remember what happened then; most of 
you remember to your sorrow. 


You know the tragic end of the story. 
In June, 1920, the realty crash hit us. 
Thousands of builders and contvactors who 
had stockpiled materials at inflated prices 
were ruined. Although the housing short- 
age was as acute as ever, home-building 
dropped off 40 per cent. Factories closed, 
and millions were jobless. Many a plan 
for home ownership was lost forever. 


Within the limits of its present powers, 
OPA has taken all possible steps to pre- 
vent such a disaster from happening again. 

But one serious weakness remains, There 
is now no limit to the prices which can be 
charged for completed homes—either new 
ones that will be built for sale or those 
already built. 

Lack of any control over home prices 
will encourage a serious black market in 
building materials. When a speculative 
builder sees a chance to clean up huge 
quick profits, will he hesitate to pay over- 
eeiling prices for his brick, lumber and 
lath? 


Market Will Collapse 


Furthermore, with uncontrolled sky-high 
profits possible in building new homes for 
sale, far too few builders will build for 
rent, where controls allow “only” fair and 
reasonable profits. 

Still further, the whole building industry, 
riding the fast horse of inflation, will head 
for a serious fall—a fall which will affect 
our entire economy. As home prices rise 
so far that families cannot afford to buy, 
building must slow down and lay off work- 
ers. 

A recent survey made by the Architec- 
tural Forum showed that 37 per cent of 
the families who expected to build or buy 
homes would wait or give up if prices 
rose by only $1000. Any practice which de- 
liberately cuts off over a third of its po- 
tential market can lead only to sharply 
reduced production and employment. 


It is for these many serious reasons that 
I have urged Congress to consider legis- 
lation to control home prices—much as I 
dislike the idea of imposing new regula- 
tions when controls should normally be re- 
duced, 


Opponents of Control 


Outspokenly opposed are certain mem- 
bers of the real estate and building indus- 
try. And, of course, they are joined by 
that rugged group who have opposed al- 
most any and every type of control pro- 
gram yet advanced by your Government. 


The real estate and building opponents 
say that controls — especially over new 
homes, their main target of attack—would 
“strait-jacket the industry,” and “stop build- 
ing in its tracks.” I find this statement 
very interesting. 

The building industry faces today, as 
we have seen, a period of almost record- 
breaking demand—higher than that even of 
the booming ’20s, And this demand will, if 
only immediate needs are mw#, take at 
least five years to satisfy; adding other 
housing needs to the most urgent ones, a 
10- or 12-year period of maximum activity 
is in store for builders. 


Under any price control measure now 
proposed, builders face the most profitable 
and prosperous era in their history. I can- 
not believe that this country’s progressive 
and alert builders, assured of fair profits 
on the millions of houses they must put 
up to meet demands, will fail or refuse to 
produce those houses.

Excuses of Carlton Hayes 


For What He Did in Spain 


‘“‘Wartime Mission in Spain,” by Cariten J. 

Hayes. (Macmillan Co., New York.) 

Mr, Hayes, our Ambassador to Spain from 
May, 1942, to last January, prefaces his 
book by stating that it is not written as 
an apologia, Rather, he says, it is a “his 
torian’s candid and factual account.” 

Despite these avowals, the book is al- 
most entirely an apologia for his perform- 
ance in Spain. Worse, it is also an apologia 
for the Franco regime. And it departs 
shockingly from the historian’s standards 
by distorting and suppressing facts time 
after time. 


* * * 

Mr. Hayes deserves credit for what he 
did to keep Spain out of the war and to 
cut off its help to the Axis, although the 
wily Franco was also persuaded by Allied 
victories to alter his course. But the Am- 
bassador’s appeasement of Franco was of- 
fensive to many Americans, and it con- 
tinued after any military excuse for it had 
ceased. It continues in the book. 

Hayes excuses Franco's pro-Axis state- 
ments as mere words that meant nothing. 
He minimizes the role of Axis aid in bring- 
ing him to power, He says little of Franco's 
tyrannies, and nothing of the Spanish peo- 
ple’s miseries, He describes the regime as 
a military dictatorship with a few Fascist 
trimmings, a system adapted to Spain's 
special needs, He slurs the' Spanish re- 
publicans and exhibits anti-Russian bias. 

Defenders of Hayes say he was merely 
carrying out State Department orders, and 
he also uses this justification. It is rather 
feeble, considering his nuimerous quarrels 
with Washington policy. For instance, he 
objected strenuously to the plans for cut- 
ting off Franco's oil, and for trying to stop 
all shipments of Spanish wolfram to Ger- 
many. The former he considered “a big 
mistake.” As to wolfram, Secretary Hull 
had been “somewhat impulsive,” had not 
“thought through” the consequences. Hayes 
also berates the OWI and BEW for some 
of their methods, 

. * * 

But his choicest epithets are reserved for 
the critics at home. These journalists and 
commentators, he says, were leftists, ex- 
tremists, snipers from the rear, reckless 
persons who didn’t mind jeopardizing the 
war effort. Again and again, he disparages 
American “public opinion” (usually in quo- 
tation marks). It was misinformed, he 
says, and inflamed by agitators. Hayes 
does not mention the cause of one out- 
burst—his speech of Feb. 26, 1943, dis- 
closing that Spaniards were getting more 
gasoline, thanks to American shipments, 
than citizens on our East Coast. 

Comparison of this book and that writ- 
ten by William E. Dodd, Ambassador to 
Germany in 1933-37, is inevitable. Hayes, 
despite the apologetics, considers his migs- 
sion a great success.

Palestine Policy

policy of appeasement. 


I have thought long and hard 
©ver this white paper. I agree 
that it puts the problem on a 
plane quite different from any 
that Labor party declarations had 
either suggested or implied. At 
this stage, I nevertheless think 
that condemnation is a grave er- 
ror. I think the wiser path is one 
of waiting to see what the Anglo- 
American Commission decides. 
Only in the light of its recom- 
mendations, both interim and 
final, and the decisions taken on 
each, can the wisdom or unwis- 
dom of the policy be judged. 

I speak as one who has come 
after long searching to believe in 
the necessity of a Jewish home 
in Palestine. I recognize the urgent 
need of European Jewry. I know 
the barbaric torture from which 
for so many long years Jews have 
suffered, torture never so evil as 
gzince 1933. I think I realize fully 
the agony of mind of Jewish lead- 
ers who see no way out but Pales- 
tine and now see that access is 
atill barred to any but a smal! 
mumber of the tragic remnant of 
Jewry which is left. 


Hope in Commission Study. 


T understand their fears that all 
their creative work—from any 
angle remarkable work—may be 
undone as a result of the investi- 

ations of the Anglo-American 

ommission. Granted all this, I 
nevertheless believe that no judg- 
ment ought to be pronounced 
against Bevin’s scheme until we 
know and weigh with due care the 
proposals which result from its 
inquiries, 

Do not let us underrate its im- 
plications. It is of decisive im- 
portance that President Truman 
has agreed to full American par- 
ticipation in the inquiry. It is of 
not less decisive importance that 
the terms of reference to the 
Anglo-American Commission are 
wide enough not only to make 
possible the abandonment of that 
administrative separation  be- 
tween Palestine and Transjordan 
which was a grave initial error in 
British policy, but which Zionists 
have always insisted was an error 
which worked to their detriment. 

I am told that Bevin’s scheme 
is an attack upon the right of the 
Jews to become a majority in 
Palestine, and that it is the wish 
of the overwhelming majority of 
European Jews to settle there. 
They could then, it is said, form 
a Jewish state, in which Arabs 
would be fully citizens, but 
through which the Jewish desire 
for nationhood could be realized. 
On that there are, I think, certain 
necessary comments. 

If it is the wish of the over- 
whelming majority of European 
Jews to settle in Palestine, the 
Zionists need not fear the out- 
come of the committee's _re- 
searches into this question since 
their judgment would then be con- 
firmed. I do not see in the Bal- 
four declaration or in the terms 
of the mandate itself any pledge 
that there shall be a Jewish ma- 
jority or a Jewish state, 


The Issue of Immigration. 


T think its clear meaning, which- 
ever document be taken, is the 
right of Jews to be allowed freely 
to enter Palestine so long as that 
entrance does not impair the wel- 
fare of the Arab.

Two Short-Term Errors. 


I regret myself that Bevin’s fig- 
ure for permitted Jewish immigra- 
tion in the period between now 
and the final recommendations of 
the Anglo-American committee 
was not larger; and I regret that 
he did not insist to the Arabs that 
it was simple justice to remove the 
discriminatory ban on the Jewish 
purchase of land. 

The first woull have been jus- 
tified by the tragic position of 
European Jewry; the second 
would have removed the stain of 
racial discrimination by law im- 
posed by British policy in 1939 
despite the view of the Mandates 
Commission that it violated the 
terms of the mandate. I do not 
see why the ban on land pur- 
chase should be regarded as a 
British obligation to the Pales- 
tinian Arab when the Mandates 
Commission declared that the 
British Government had no pow- 
er to impose such a ban. 

I believe, further, that investi- 
gation will show that no alterna- 
tive place or large-scale Jewish 
settlement can be found accept- 
able to the Jews except Palestine. 
No other place hag historic or 
spiritual significance for them, 
That means that Bevin is now 
committed to findjng a perma- 
nent solution of the world prob- 
lem of Jewry so that the Jew ev- 
erywhere is, and feels himself to 
be, as fully a citizen in the land 
where he dwells as he certainly 
feels himself to be in the Jewish 
settlements of Palestine, 


No Time for Violence. 


Bevin has himself said that his 
own political reputation is staked 
upon the outcome of these pro- 
posals. I think that is a fair and 
proper appraisal of their impor- 
tance. The situation before which 
we all now stand, Jews in par- 
ticular, is far too grave to allow 
disappointment or anger to pre- 
vent these proposals from having 
a full opportunity to prove, by the 
recommendations of the Anglo- 
American committee and the de- 
cision built upon them, that they 
are in fact the solution for which 
he »opes. 

Let me say emphatically that 
this is not a time for violence; 
there has been too much of it al- 
ready, and its result is simply and 
solely to prevent a disinterested 
analysis of the position. Nor is 
this the time for boycott of the 
committee's investigation. I am 
convinced that the work of the 
Jewish agency in Palestine can 
stand up to any fair investigation. 

The time for judgment is when 
the final proposals are before us. 
It is by them that Bevin must be 
judged. That his method is not 
the method expected by the Labor 
party or by the Zionists must 
not be rashly regarded as betrayal 
until we have seen the full pro- 
gram that is its outcome, The 
two supreme tasks before Jewry 
now are patience, however hard 
it may feel to be patient, and the 
preparation of that overwhelming 
case for the principles of the Bal- 
four declaraticn which I believe 
they are able to make. 

For if the Anglo-American Com- 
mission has to judge that case, so 
also has history. Bevin has, de- 
liberately, taken an immense risk 
in which some millions of lives 
are involved. Our first duty is 
not an emotional outbreak but a 


calm and determined effort to see 
that those lives are saved.

4 1-2 PCT. RISE IN CEILINGS 
FOR SHOE MANUFACTURERS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28 (AP)— 
Manufacturers’ ceiling prices for 
shoes will be increased four and 


one-half per cent to cover in- 
creasing production costs, the Of- 
fice of Price Administration an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The order to effect this prob- 
ably will be issued in December, 
the OPA statement informed the 
Shoe Manufacturers’ Industry 
Advisory Committee. 

OPA said there probably would 
be no change in prices consumers 
will pay. No decision on this will 
be announced until a study of dis- 
tributors’ costs and earnings is 
completed. 

OPA said indications are that 
wholesalers and retailers can ab- 
serb the entire amount of the 
general increase in manufactur- 
ers’ prices. The industry commit- 
tee protested against this conclu- 
sion.

Cpl. Maury Rich Fell Off 
From 170 Pounds to 90 
as Prisoner of Japs. 


St. Louisans’' War Exploits 
BROTH consisting .of barley 
A and radish tops was the sole 

diet for 13 months for Cpl. 
Maury Rich, who has returned to 
his home after 41 months as a 
prisoner of the Japanese. Rich 
was captured on Corregidor May 
6, 1942. 


Prior to this, he said, when he 
and his companions were in the 
Philippines, natives would supple- 
ment their meager diet by leaving 
food in the woods surrounding our 
camp. However, this stopped 
when two of the natives were 
caught and beheaded. Rich, who 
weighed 170 at the time of his 
capture, weighed 90 pounds at the 
time of his rescue, Sept. 10, from 
the camp at Oeyama, on Honshu. 


Conditions in the camp in Ja- 
pan were more severe than those 
in the Philippines, he said. In 
Oeyama he was forced to work 
in the nickel mines in the moun- 
tains a few miles from the camp, 
where many of the prisoners fre- 
quently were beaten. Their hard- 
ships were mitigated, however, by 
the elation the prisoners felt at 
the sound of the B-29s passing 
overhead on their nightly raids. 

The most noteworthy of these 
raids, he said, was the one on 
July 30, when the nearby seaport 
town of Niazu on the west coast of 
the island was raided, for this 
raid heralded the end of the war. 
Unfortunately, the bombers passed 
over the camp during their bomb- 
ing run and two of the prisoners 
were killed. 

Two weeks later, he said, after 
an especially severe raid that last- 
ed through the night and until 
noon of the next day, the prison- 
ers were not required to go to 
work. Later in the afternoon a 
sentry, who once had told them 
that if Japan lost the war all pris- 
oners in the home islands would 
be killed, announced that the war 
had ended.

Her habit of looking out for 
the welfare of others in the party 
caused an incident in the flight 
home, when their “bucket-seat” 
transport plane reached the 15,000- 
foot level over Newfoundland. 
While hurrying about to warn the 
passengers to put on their oxygen 
masks, Cpl. Raymer forgot to ad- 
just her own and had to be re- 
vived, She is the daughter of Mrs.

Destroyed 40 Planes Together. 

Together they destroyed more 
than 40 German planes, Capt. Gen- 
tile getting 23 in the air and seven 
on the ground, and Capt. God- 
frey knocking down 18 in the air 
and destroying 19 on the ground. 
Both returned home in May, 1944, 
after three years of combat, Capt. 
Gentile having been in the Royal 
Air Force and Capt. Godfrey in 
the Royal Canadian Air Force be- 
fore they transferred to the 
Fourth Fighter Group of the 
United States Eighth Air Force. 

However, Capt. Godfrey went 
back overseas at his own request 
to continue his one-man assault 
on the Luftwaffe, was shot down 
and spent eight months in a Ger- 
man prison camp before escaping 
to the American lines. 

“My plane was shot up when I 
was strafing an airdrome and I 
crash landed,” Capt. Godfrey said. 
“At the interrogation fenter the 
Luftwaffe gave me a party—girls, 
champagne and everything, but I 
svon found out that all they want- 
ed was information. 

“What an espionage system 
those Nazis must have had! One 
of the first things they asked me 
was ‘How does Capt. Gentile like 
flying jet-propelled planes at 
Wright Field?’ I didn’t even know 
where Don was at that time and 
the fact we had jet planes hadn't 
been announced.” 

Both were modest about their 
combat achievements and agreed 
thr‘ neither would be alive but 
for the other’s aid. “It was team 
work that did it,” they said, “just 
like a halfback and a blocking 
back on a football field.” They 
hope to remain partners when 
they get out of service and plan 
to open a flying school.

Place in Country? 
By Leonard Hall 


IVE years with no residentia] construction 
F has created a housing shortage which is 
desperate in some American cities, critical 

in others and a problem that in many communi-

as well, are asking this question, “Is there any 
way in which 1 can work in the city, yet live in 
the country where I can have a bit of land and 
supplement my income with vegetables, eggs and 
other produce and give my youngsters a better 
environment than they'd have in a eity flat?” 
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THE ANSWER, of course, is yes, provided 
yours happens to be the kind of family that is 
suited to country living. Naturally this solution 
can be worked out most easily if your job is ina 
small city or town, where getting from work to 
your home in the country is a matter of minutes, 
But the thing can be done even when you work 
in a city like St. Louis, which is surrounded on 
every side by terrain that lends itself to small- 
acreage, part-time farming. Our means of public 
transportation out into the country, it is true, 
are none too good right now. But this condi- 
tion is bound to improve steadily. We do have 
good highways leading out in every direction 
so that one can either drive to work, or to a 
point where public transportation is adequate. 
Provided you and your family like country liv- 
ing, there’s no reason why you can’t have it, 
And the very fact that your income derives from 
a reguiar job with a weekly pay check, with 
produce from the part-time farm as an extra 
dividend, is the thing which makes it practical. 
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THE MAIN PROBLEM, of course, is to work 
things out on a sound basis—and this takes real 
thinking and planning. You must determine 
first of all, and this depends almost wholly upon 
your job in the city, how far out you can afford 
to live. It seems to me, in this connection, that 
more and more plants and offices are going to 
find it efficient to work a five-day week. This 
will affect not only the distance you can afford 
to go, but also the size of the part-time farm 
which you can operate, But distance is the first 
consideration when you start to hunt for a coun- 
try place, and once this has been determined 
the search can get under way. 

I think that the next consideration is the way 
in which the countryside is being developed in 
various directions from the city. In one direc- 
tion, for example, you may find country clubs 
and large estates, with little or no farm land 
left. Here transportation may be good, but land 
values and taxes so high as to be prohibitive— 
unless an estate is what you're looking for. In 
another direction, and it may well be one with 
even greater scenic attraction than the country- 
club section, the residential development has 
been limited to the main highways, while farm 
lands still line the by-roads. Such areas are the 
ones in which you will want to do your search- 
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OFTEN IN SUCH AN AREA you'll find old 
farm homes that are up for sale. Perhaps they 
don't have all the modern conveniences, But 
they are -generally sound in structural values 
so that a man who is handy with tools and 
doesn’t mind putting in his weekends at hard 
work can make such a house exceedingly liv- 
able in short order. And it may be that a room 
for each youngster, a workshop for dad, a big 
and comfortable kitchen for mother will more 
than make up for lack of modern fixtures until 
these can be put in. Certainly such a house 
'would have advantages over many a crowded 
city bungalow, flat or apartment. And the mod- 
‘ern craze for “ranch type” structures with 
breeze-ways and colored tile often means that 
you can buy your old farm house at a remark- 
ably reasonable figure and turn it into a com- 
fortable, convenient home at comparatively low 


eost. 
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THE AMOUNT of land to be included in your 
part-time farm is another important considera- 
tion. It depends, I should say, first upon the 
amount of time you are going to have to develop 
it and, second, upon the cost per acre in the 
location where you buy. Land that runs $1000 
an acre will be a long time paying for itself, no 
matter how skillfully you work it. On the other 
hand, the very fact that you're close to the city 
means you can hardly hope to buy at strictly 
farm prices. But five acres at $200 an acre 
means you are not investing much more than 
you would for a small city lot, su that might not 
be far out of line. And five acres, if you set 
out to make it productive, can come mighty near 
sustaining a family. If it contains an acre or. 
two of woodland, I'd say you were doubly lucky. 

Once you've acquired your house and land, it 
seems to me that the important thing is to lay 
out your projects in an orderly fashion, Un- 
doubtedly the vegetable garden would come first 
and then, probably,, your flock of hens, If the 
youngsters are big enough to help, other live- 
stock can be added as rapidly as you have build- 
ings to house them and time to care for them. 
You'll want the place fenced and will need to 
have water available. When this point has been 
reached, you can consider goats or a milk cow. 


A pig is always a paying proposition. Rabbits 
can be raised without too much time and effort. 
Bees are a possibility, if you live where there is 
a good honey flow. But never make the mistake 
of jumping into everything at one time. 

Such a place in the country, it seems to me, 
offers wonderful possibilities for security and in- 
dependence and adventure for any family that’s 
fitted to undertake the job.

Economical

This is the season for hot po- 
tato salad and if your family is 
an average one in its likes it will 
enjoy having potatoes served in 
this manner pretty often. Don’t 
make the mistake of never vary- 
ing the salad. One new variation 
in our salad today is the addi- 
tion of some shredded cabbage; 
another is the use of pickle juice 
rather than diluted vinegar. The 
pickle juice bears intriguing spice 
flavors. Bacon fat and some 
cooked bacon are typical in hot 
salads, but there is no reason why 
salt pork cannot be sliced thin 
and panfried as is the bacon. Then 
instead of leaving the bacon or 
salt pork in the sauce, it may be 
left to drain on paper toweling 
and crumbled on just before send- 
ing it to the table. In this way 
the bacon or pork is crisp rather 
than soft. A few flecks of red 
add a lively color that is always 
appreciated. It might be a little 
chopped up firm ripe tomato, pim- 
iento, sliced radish or a dash of 
paprika. 

Hot Potato Salad. 

One slice bacon, cut into bits; 
one tablespoon flour,’ three- 
fourths cup juice left from sweet 
and sour pickles, one-third cup 
water, three-fourths pound cooked 
potatoes, peeled and sliced; one 
small onion, sliced; one cup 
shredded cabbage; three table- 
spoons green pepper, slivered. 

Pan fry bacon until done. Stir 
in the flour until blended. Add 
liquids gradually. Stir to keep 
smooth and cook until slightly 
thickened. Turn heat very low, 
add remaining ingredients and 
toss quickly. Remove from heat 
and serve immediately. Four 
servings.

Excessive smoking, 
drinking and late hours must be 
taken into account. Indoor work 
with no exercise, excessive coffee 
consumption, bolting of food, hard 
work with long hours, etc., play a 
very important role in the s8o0- 
called “tired feeling.” 

We must remember that a com- 
bination of the conditions men- 
tioned may be present. In any 
event, one can easily see the fal- 
lacy of taking vitamins, tonics 
and what have you, without first 
being examined, as, for example, 
glandular deficiency (thyroid) will 
respond only to thyroid medica- 
tion. This little hint is only to 
call attention to the necessity of 
being examined by your physician 
rather than rely on haphazard 
suggestions.

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 


HE press this morning reports 
T tnt Dr. Morris Fishbein, edi- 

tor of the American Medical 
Association Journal, has called 
President Truman’s plan for a na- 
tional health program “socialized 
medicine” at its worst. So the 
American Medical Association will 
oppose this plan and, I imagine, 
any other which would really help 
the nation to have better and more 
widespread medical care, 


At the same time, I notice yes- 
terday’s statement by Dr. Claude 
Robinson, president of the Opinion 
Research Corporation, who said: 
“The evidence is irrefutable that 
the public strongly desires some 
easier way of paying for medical 
care. ,..An overwhelming major- 
ity of the people (64 per cent) say 
they personally: prefer to pay in 
advance—more than half are will- 
ing to admit they have at some 
time experienced hardship in meet- 
ing medical bills.” 


* . * 


UNDER THE PLAN as sug- 
gested to Congress, people will 
have a choice of doctors. As I 
read it, there is no compulsion, so 
that those who can afford to re- 
main outside all insurance plans 
have not changed their situation 
in the least. They have never 
needed help to get medical care. 
This bill is designed to meet the 
needs of those who have not been 
able to meet their own needs in 
the past. 


The country needs more doctors, 
but there will have to be some 
method by which those who prac- 
tice in certain areas of the coun- 
try are assured of a stable in- 
come. Otherwise, these areas will 
continue to be without medical 
care. 


It is inevitable that new ideas 
always meet opposition. Yet in 
this particular case, not only do 
the new ideas have solid backing 
from many doctors, but the great 
mass of people affected are go- 
ing to understand this situation 
and think of their own interests. 
Incidentally, these interests coin- 
cide with the interests of the na- 
tion, because a strong people are 
essential to a strong nation.

NEW YORK is an interesting 
city to live in, because you never 
know where you will meet un- 
usual situations, I was standing 
with my arms full of bundles 
waiting to cross the street, the 
other day, when a lady near me 
tried to take some of my bun- 
dies from me, saking: “May I 
carry them home for you?”

Then it oc- 
curred to me that that was the 
type of kindness you expected in 
a small town, where everyone 
knows everyone else, but which 
you hardly expect in a big city 
like New York. When it happens, 
it warms your heart. In the same 
way, if I stand for a long time 
without being able to get a taxi, 
sooner or later one is sure to 
drive up and either the driver or 
passenger, addressing me _ by 
name, will turn out to be old 
acquaintances whe are wiling to 
help out!

He Lost Five Sons in the War. 


Four of Chicago

CHICAGO, Nov. 28. 
OW that this war is over, 
N the Rev. Dr. Amos Ligon, 59, 
has returned to the more cer- 
tain ways of peacetime living. 

This involves regular instruction 
in the way of the Bible for his 
registered congregation of 200 
Negroes at the Lily of the Valley 
Baptist church on Chicago’s South 
Side. During his spare time, he 
teaches at the Illinois Theological 
Seminary. 

Only a few years ago, this 
schedule was varied by personal 
attention to the theological pro- 
gress being made by his five sons. 
That was before all entered the 
armed forces, however. Now there 
are none to guide in his footsteps. 


All—four chaplains and a choir 
director—were killed in action. 


Amos Jr. was the first to die. 
He was killed in Italy Nov. 7, 
1942, just nine days before his 
thirty-fifth birthday. 

Raymond Clyde, 34, went down 
with a torpedoed ship en route to 
the Pacific on March 4, 1944. 


Twelve days later, aboard an- 
other transport headed for the 
Pacific campaign, Rev. James 
Ligon, 33, met his death. 

On May 15 of that year, the 
Negro minister’s fourth chaplain 
son, William Anderson Ligon, 32, 
was killed in the Italian campaign. 

Six days after that, the son 
whoge love for the way of the 
Lord led him into music instead 
of the ministry, died during an 
air raid in England. With the 
death of this boy, John D. Ligon, 
his hope of remaining a choir 
director in the service of God on 
this earth was ended. 

The Ligon sons inherited the 
love for their God and their 
country from their father. He 
served as chaplain of the Ninth 
and Tenth Cavalries in the Phil- 
ippines in 1903 and 1909. In World 
War I he saw action with the 
169th Infantry Division in France. 

Born in Cairo, Ill., the Rev. 
Dr. Ligon likes to relate that he 
first got around to teaching the 
Gospel when he was nine.

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How It Started

“Proletariat” — Accent on Off- 
spring. 


HE economist Henry George 
T once described the proletariat 

as being that segment of the 
population that was so poverty 
stricken that it possessed nothing 
it could sell but its votes! 


In a sense, that disparaging 
comment was part of the inherit- 
ance of the word. All through 
history, the proletariat and pover- 
ty had been associated, But that 
was not the whole story—the most 
surprising angle in the story of 
this word is not yet told. 

“Proletariat” is rooted in the 
Latin proles meaning “offspring.” 
The word has come down to us 
from ancient Rome where the 
proletariat was regarded as the 
lowest class in the community, be- 
cause while other citizens served 
the state with their property, the 
proletariat contributed nothing 
but their offspring! Hence the 
use of the term was tinged with 
contempt and it was applied in 
hostile or sneering vein. 

In the English language, “pro- 
letariat” was at first used in its 
orfginal sense of the lowest level 
in the community and about in the 
same spirit as in ancient times. 
Later it came to signify simply 
those who had no material re- 
serves to fall back on, who were 
dependent for their subsistence on 
daily labor, the so-called “working 
classes.”
